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Trading estate plans may have to be scrapped 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to develop the centre 
of Bridport may have to be redrawn after it 
emerged some of the buildings could become 
protected. 

News that some of the buildings in St Michael’s 
Trading Estate may become listed came to light after 
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officers from English Heritage visited the site in De¬ 
cember to inspect five building complexes. 

The estate - currently home to many of the town’s 
independent traders, artists and small businesses - is 
due to be turned into a mixture of housing and work¬ 
spaces under plans by current owners Hayward and 
Co. 

Haywards & Co’s planning application - which was 
met with objections from Bridport Town Council and 
widespread local opposition - was conditionally ap¬ 
proved at a West Dorset District Council planning 
meeting that has been described as “chaotic” and “a 
farce”. 

Councillors slapped a number of conditions on the 
application which must be met before work can begin. 

But if buildings in the conservation area are given 
listed status the plans may have to be amended still 
further. 


The five areas under consideration for protection are 
Bridport Industries, Red Brick Cafe, New Stover 
Works, Lillput (historically the works of William 
Gale), the Auctioneers building and adjacent rope- 
works. 

The English Heritage report on the buildings - ex¬ 
pected in the next few weeks - will be sent to Hay¬ 
ward & Co, West Dorset District Council and the 
Bridport Area Development Trust, which suggested 
the buildings for consideration. 

These reports will not be open to the public until they 
are sent to the Department for Culture Media and 
Sport which makes the final decision in any listing. 

A spokesman for English Heritage said: “Bridport 
was an important centre for the production of rope, 
twine and netting, originally from flax and hemp, from 
at least the 13th century, and possibly earlier. 

“Many of the industrial buildings on the St Michael's 
Trading Estate represent survivals from Bridport’s net 
and twine industries and date from about the mid-19th 
century through to the mid 20th century.” 

Clive Hayward, co-owner of the estate, said he was 
not surprised some buildings on his estate were being 
considered for protection. 


He said: “This is what English Heritage do. I’m not 
surprised at all. We are in a conservation area and 
some of the buildings are very old.” 

He added: “We know the history of the place. What¬ 
ever they come up with we will have to deal with at 
the proper time.”

• HOW did you come to manage Charmouth

2005. Just over a year ago my son Alex and his fi¬ 
ancee Maria took over day-to-day running of Char¬ 
mouth Stores. I'm still heavily involved in the shop, 
managing the finances and store development, as 
well as covering for Alex and Maria when they go on 
holiday, so I am often in Charmouth. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about running the village 
shop? 

The people. Charmouth is a traditional village and 
we see many of our customers every day. We also 
employ several youngsters and seeing them develop 
from shy 14 year olds to confident teenagers gives 
me a lot of pleasure. 

• WHY do you think it is important for people to 
shop local? 

Charmouth village centre is the village hub where 
residents meet each other and, for some, it is an es¬ 
sential part of their lives - their daily visit to the shops 
may provide their only regular human contact. Take 
away the shops and pubs and Charmouth would be 
a shadow of what it is today - use them or lose them! 

• HOW does the Charmouth Traders group ben¬ 
efit the village? 

The traders organise local events and work to im¬ 
prove the village. We currently run three events a 



year and since we were formed three years ago we 
have paid for the Christmas lights (in the centre and 
on the lamp posts), set up the free parking scheme, 
contributed to the Parish Plan, donated surpluses to 
local causes and set up the village website 
(www.charmouth.org) which attracted over 100,000 
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visitors in 2012. 

• DOES the traders group have any events 
planned for 2013? 

We hope to run three events in 2013 - bonfire night, 
the Charmouth Christmas Fayre and a New Year's Eve 
event. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

I enjoy playing golf badly, watching Arsenal and 
going to horse racing and cricket matches. Add visits 
to pubs and restaurants and I keep pretty busy! 

• WHAT do you enjoy about living in the area? 

The nearness to the sea, the amazing local landscape 
and the lack of traffic, compared with south east Eng¬ 
land, where I have spent most of my life. 

• WHAT would add to or change about the area 
if you could? 

I do not like the increasing number of second homes 
that are rarely occupied. If this trend continues and 
new homes are not built, Charmouth could become 
a ghost village as shops and pubs will close due lack 
of customers in the winter. 

• WHAT'S your New Year's resolution? 

To be a good grandfather. My first grandson, Harry, 
was born on December 30th. 

• WHERE'S your ideal holiday destination and 
why? 

We had a fantastic holiday in Turkey in October, 
which was ideal in that we enjoyed warm sunshine, 
good food, lots of historical sights and an interesting 
mix of cultures. Every year we also find time to visit 
parts of Britain as we really enjoy the incredible vari¬ 
ety of places and scenery that Britain has to offer. 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

Three priorities - family, travel and security. Helping 
family members, travelling to parts of the world that 
I have yet to visit and providing for a comfortable re¬ 
tirement would be perfect.

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Mixed reaction to traffic-free South Street

PLANS to investigate the 
viability of closing off 
Bridport's South Street 
to traffic have split busi¬ 
ness owners in the area, 
the View From has 
found. 

Many retailers on 
South Street believe tak¬ 
ings would be ham¬ 
mered, with one store 
owner warning any clo¬ 
sure would result in job 
losses. 

But some service 
providers around Bucky 
Doo were less con¬ 
vinced the idea would 
damage their busi¬ 
nesses, with some be¬ 
lieving transforming the 
street into a continental 
style cafe square would 
enhance the town cen¬ 
tre. 

A traffic-free vision for 
South Street north of 
Gundry Lane has been 
floated for a number of 


years with some studies 
suggesting traffic 
through the town would 
improve if access to 
South Street from East / 
West Street were perma¬ 
nently closed. 

Most recently, long¬ 
standing town and dis¬ 
trict councillor David 
Tett has urged for an in- 
depth consultation to 
consider the viability of 
the scheme. 

In the plans, vehicles 
would only be allowed 
up South Street as far as 
Gundry Lane, creating a 
large paved area around 
Bucky Doo Square for 
recreation, music and 
outside eating. 

But fears remain the 
move would hurt busi¬ 


nesses on South Street, 
a view shared by jew¬ 
eller Richard Batten. 

He said: "On occasions 
when the street has 
been closed it kills trade 
totally dead. The fact is 
Bridport is laid out like a 
T. If you block it off you 
badly affect trade. 

"I'm not taking a 'bah 
humbug' attitude, the 
simple fact is trade 
would be hit." 

He added: "The UK 
doesn't have the 
weather for a pavement 
cafe culture, does it?" 

Peach Electrical's Deb¬ 
bie Bond described the 
idea as "unfeasible." 

She said: "People can't 
pull up to collect items 
and from a business 


point of view every time 
the road closes business 
drops. It's unfeasible, re¬ 
ally." 

Kim Bliss, owner of 
Naturalife and Gundry 
Lane resident was also 
unconvinced. 

She said: "I don't want 
it to happen unless they 
do it properly and sort 
out all the problems 
that would arise. 

"Traffic on Gundry 
Lane becomes very 
heavy when they close 
off South Street." 

Retailer Ben Davis de¬ 
scribed the idea as "ter¬ 
rible." 

He said: "Many town 
centres that do this end 
up with problems with 
closed down businesses. 
I fear that would happen 
here. 

"It would be terrible. 
Whenever they close 
the street traffic doesn't 


flow correctly and pass¬ 
ing trade dries up. Tak¬ 
ings would fall I have no 
doubt about that." 

RK Tool's Kate Moore 
feared the move would 
result in her business 
shedding jobs. 

She said:"It would be a 
nightmare. You would 
lose all the passing 
trade. 

"All traders said it was 
quiet when they closed 
the street for the gas 
works. 

"If it happened we 
would seriously have to 
consider reducing staff¬ 
ing levels." 

However one trader - 
who did not wish to be 
named - had changed 
his mind over the issue 
since it was first mooted. 

He said: "In the past 
I've been against the 
idea and accepted the 
view that it is a bad idea. 


But now I think it would 
make it a better area for 
shopping. 

"In the summer it 
would be nice to look 
out and see tables and 
chairs out there. 

"It would be nice to 
see it become a recre¬ 
ational area." 

Bridport resident Andy 
Jefferies agreed. 

He said: "I do all my 
shopping here in the 
town centre and try to 
support local shops. 

"Closing the street to 
traffic would make busi¬ 
nesses more accessible 
to me. 

"It would be easier to 
get about and would 
make it easier to sup¬ 
port local shops." 

Lucy Campbell 
owner of hair salon 
Upper Cuts - also be¬ 
lieved the scheme 
might improve the area. 


Crime update 

A DORCHESTER man has been released on bail 
following his arrest in Bridport on December 30th 
for possession with intent to supply a class B drug, 
and production of a controlled class B drug. 

A man was given a formal caution after he was 
arrested on January 1 st in Bridport for failing to 
adhere to the conditions of a Section 27 dispersal 
notice. 

On January 2nd a male was arrested in Bridport 
for an assault causing actual bodily harm. The 
male was given conditional bail. 

In the early hours of Sunday, December 30th a 
window was smashed at a public house on East 
Street, Bridport. 

Overnight between Sunday 30th and Monday, 
December 31 st a quantity of oil was stolen from a 
fuel tank at a property in Melplash. 

Between Tuesday 1 st and Wednesday, January 
2nd a shed was broken into at a residential home 
in Walditch. Various horse related items including 
grooming kits were stolen. 

Two petrol Stihl saws and a nail gun were stolen 
from a container at a building site at Folly Mill 
Lane, Bridport some time over the Christmas pe¬ 
riod. 


Warning after house fires in 
Melplash and Morecombelake 


FIRE chiefs are warning 
people to check their 
smoke alarms are work¬ 
ing after blazes in 
Melplash and More¬ 
combelake. 

Crews from Bridport, 
Beaminster and Char- 
mouth tackled the major 
farm blaze in a Melplash 
house which claimed the 
life of the family dog. 

The occupants were 
able to escape thanks to 
being alerted by the fire 
alarm. 

Although firefighters 


doused the conservatory 
fire at Barbridge Farm, 
Melplash using breathing 
apparatus and hose reels, 
they were unable to save 
the contents or a family 
pet. 

But by having what fire 
experts describe as “a 
good night time routine” 
and closing all internal 
doors in the house, the 
fire was contained to the 
conservatory. 

Although a small 
amount of smoke entered 
the main house and set 


off the smoke alarms, the 
family was woken up by 
the alarm and escaped 
unharmed. 

Dorset Fire Group 
Manager Alun Morgan 
said: “Working smoke 
detectors supported by 
closing internal doors 
helps to secure the fami¬ 
lies exit route until the 
fire and rescue service 
arrive. 

“It is vital all none es¬ 
sential electrical items 
are unplugged before re¬ 
tiring for the night, simi¬ 


larly candles must al¬ 
ways be extinguished be¬ 
fore leaving them 
unattended.” 

The fire may have been 
caused by a candle or 
electrical decoration. 

A further fire damaged 
a property in Mor- 
comblelake days later. 

Fire crews from Char- 
mouth, and Bridport 
tackled the blaze which 
caused damage to the 
property.

Trust said the organisation would wait 
for the report from English Heritage be¬ 
fore commenting. 

Councillor Ros Kayes - a key figure 
in Enterprise St Michael’s which has of¬ 
fered an alternative vision for redevel¬ 
oping the site in a manner it claims is 
more sympathetic to the area’s cultural 
and historical significance - was de¬ 
lighted with the news. 

She said: “I completely support the 
decision to consider these buildings for 


protection and I imagine lots of people 
in the town will too. 

“It’s a pity this was not done a while 
ago. It is a site with si mil ar significance 
to Ironbridge in terms of our industrial 
heritage. 

“Everyone is scared developers will 
ride rough-shod over this heritage. 
Plans to demolish the Stover building 
would surely have to be revised if it be¬ 
comes listed. 

“We at Enterprise St Michael’s wish 
the Haywards would engage with us to 
find alternative ways to redevelop these 


buildings.” 

Andrew Leppard - who works in the 
estate and who has campaigned against 
the WDDC decision to support Hay¬ 
wards & Co’s planning application - 
welcomed the news of English Her¬ 
itage’s visit. 

He said: “It’s great news and we are 
grateful to those who applied for the 
listing. 

“Unfortunately we still have council¬ 
lors who don’t understand the meaning 
of ‘Conservation Area’.” 

WDDC’s Head of Projects & Special¬ 


ist Services - and the case officer han¬ 
dling Hayward & Co’s planning appli¬ 
cation - Andrew Martin confirmed the 
application would need further work if 
buildings on the estate were listed. 

He said: “If any of the buildings 
within Bridport’s South West Quadrant 
were to be listed then further applica¬ 
tions would be required to progress the 
current redevelopment proposals.”

Localism Act could be key for St Michael's group 


NEW government legis¬ 
lation brought in under 
the Localism Act could 
help realise an alternative 
vision for the develop¬ 
ment of St Michael’s 
Trading Estate, cam¬ 
paigners claim. 

The new Community 
Right to Bid is designed 


to keep privately owned 
land and buildings in 
community use by giving 
local people the chance 
to bid to buy them if they 
come onto the market. 

The initiative allows 
communities and parish 
councils to nominate 
buildings or land to be 


assigned the status by the 
local authority as an asset 
of community value. 

An asset can be cate¬ 
gorised as such if its 
principal use is thought 
of as furthering (or has 
recently furthered) their 
community’s social well¬ 
being or social interests 


and is likely to do so in 
future. Criteria include 
cultural, sporting or 
recreational interests. 

When an asset comes to 
be sold, local groups 
must be offered the sale 
first. They then have six 
months to come up with 
the money to buy the 


property - at market 
value - from the owners. 

Councillor Ros Kayes 
believes the legislation 
could apply to Bridport’s 
St Michael’s Trading Es¬ 
tate, currently due to be 
redeveloped by owners 
Hayward and Co. 

She said: “Those of us

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who are trying to save 
buildings on the St 
Michael’s Trading Estate 
are preparing a number 
of applications because 
there are so many build¬ 
ings on the estate of com¬ 
munity value. 

“This legislation allows 
us to put forward a posi¬ 
tive alternative to some 
of the unpopular propos¬ 
als for parts of the site.” 

Members of the Indus¬ 
trial and Provident Soci¬ 
ety, Enterprise St 
Michael’s (ESM), hopes 


the legislation may in fu¬ 
ture help it buy proper¬ 
ties on the estate if they 
are put up for sale. 

With this in mind ESM 
has prepared a series of 
drawings of what they 
think the estate could 
look like if these build¬ 
ings were acquired by the 
community, and if land 
currently derelict could 
be built on to provide an 
indoor market and an 
eco-business centre. 

An ESM spokesman 
said: “There are many 


buildings on this site 
which have an important 
social, cultural, eco¬ 
nomic and health and 
well being role in our 
community. 

“All of these buildings 
play an important role in 
the life of our community 
and we want to make 
sure the community has 
the chance to acquire 
them to ensure their con¬ 
tinued use. We are work¬ 
ing hard on the 
applications at the mo¬ 
ment.”

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New group to promote affordable housing 


A NEW initiative to help build af¬ 
fordable homes in Bridport is 
being launched. 

Formed last year, Bridport Com¬ 
munity Land Trust is being pub¬ 
licly launched at a Town Hall event 
on Thursday, January 17th. 

BCLT came about in response to 
what organisers claim is the lack of 
affordable homes for local people 
in the area 

The volunteer-run, non-profit or¬ 
ganisation aims to raise money to 
build homes in Bridport and keep 
them affordable. 

Other aims include developing 
housing, workspaces, community 
facilities or other assets that meet 
the needs of the community. 

The team envisage properties 
that are owned and controlled by 
the community and are made avail¬ 
able at permanently affordable lev¬ 
els 

Councillor Ros Kayes, is a 
founder member of the Commu¬ 
nity Land Trust. 

She said: “One of the causes of 
low numbers of social rented 
homes is that through the national 
right to acquire policy they can be 
bought by those who rent them. 

“When they are eventually sold 
they can be sold on the open mar¬ 
ket, taking them out of the avail¬ 
able pot of social rented homes. 

“This is just one of the factors 
that has led to reduced numbers of 
homes available for rent to local 
people on the housing register in 
our area.”

The group claims other problems 
include: 

# High private rental costs; 

# Private market housing is far 
above the average salary rate of 
local people - largely because 
many people with higher earnings 
move into the area; 

# Few new homes are being 
built; 

# Holiday and second homes, 
often only used for a few weeks 
of the year, take potential housing 
away from the local market. 

A BCLT spokesman said: “As a 
result we have high numbers on 
our housing register, high numbers 
of people struggling to afford to 
pay the rent in privately owned 
properties, plenty of young fami¬ 
lies and couples in employment 
but unable to get onto the first rung 
of the private housing ladder. 

“Since we formed, BCLT has had 
meetings and negotiations with 
housing associations, builders, 
landowners, other successful CLTs 
and local authorities.” 

“We would like to encourage any 
one with an interest in helping us 
to provide affordable housing in 
Bridport to come along and hear 
about the options. 

“There will be people there expe¬ 
rienced in running CLTs as well, so

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Plans for'Saxon hut'at school discovery area 


THE team behind the renowned 
Discovery Area at Thorner’s Pri¬ 
mary School in Litton Cheney are 
calling for help with the next stage 
of their ambitious project. 

Volunteers aim to add a replica 
Saxon hut to the school’s outdoors 
learning resource and need help 
from enthusiasts to help realise 
their dream. 

They are looking for gardeners, 
tree-surgeons, thatchers, histori¬ 
ans, artists, wildlife lovers and out¬ 
door-enthusiast to bring the project 
to life. 

The school already boasts an am¬ 
bitious community space embrac¬ 
ing wildlife habitats, scientific and 
historical discovery areas and mu¬ 
sical and art projects after a two- 
years of scrub-clearance and 
fundraising transformed the patch 
of land in the school grounds.

A weekly mother and toddler for¬ 
est school group in the space is 
also planned. 

This spring the volunteers hope 
to build a Saxon Hut with cooking 
pit, allotment of historical plants 
for cooking, dying and medicinal 
use, green woodworking areas and 
much more, where children and 
community groups can enjoy a 
covered space and experience life 
in our history-rich area. 

Plans include a museum of items 
found in the space whilst digging, 
and also a visual map of the sur¬ 
rounding historical sites which can 
be seen from the Discovery Area. 

A living history week where his¬ 
tory is brought to life with local re¬ 
enactors and workshops is also 
planned. The project is looking for 
materials such as natural timber 
(e.g. leylandi to create the skeleton 
of the build) for the hut frame and 
reed for the roofing; natural clay 
for the outdoor earth oven, antlers, 
furs and animal skulls to decorate 
it, and plants for the historical al¬ 
lotment.

Trading Standards' 
2013 predictions 

DORSET’S Trading Standards officers are predicting 
where consumer complaints about unfair trading will 
come from in 2013 - and suggesting some New Year 
resolutions to help. 

Experiences of local residents during 2012 mean the 
county council’s Trading Standards team has a good 
idea what consumers will encounter over the next 12 
months. 

And as well as offering some useful tips to help 
avoid potential scams, officers are urging people to 
call the Citizens Advice consumer helpline in the 
event of any problems. 

In 2013 there is a good chance: 

• You will be telephoned from someone trying to let 
them pursue a claim you have for payment protection 
insurance (PPI) - hang up. They have no idea if you 
have a claim. If you have been mis-sold PPI, you 
should deal with it yourself by contacting your loan 
provider and avoid giving up a large slice of what you 
may be entitled to. 

• You will be contacted via email by a ‘scammer’ try¬ 
ing to find out your bank details or wanting you to 
send money - just delete it and don’t worry, as it is 
likely to be a random contact sent to thousands of ad¬ 
dresses. 

• You will be ‘cold called’ at your home by someone 
selling something you don’t need or at an excessive 
price - never deal with doorstep traders. Obtain an un¬ 
invited doorstep trader card and politely send them on 
their way. Go to www.dorsetforyou.com/386846 for 
details. 

• You will need to get some work done to repair you 
home or maybe help a relative or friend - find a trader 
you can trust. Check out the ‘Buy with Confidence’ 
trading standards approved traders scheme at www. 
dorsetforyou.com/399764 . 

• You may be sufficiently dissatisfied with some 
goods or services you have paid for that you will want 
to complain to Trading Standards - you can do this by 
calling the Citizens Advice consumer helpline on 
08454 04 05 06 or visit www.adviceguide.org.uk/ 
england/consumer_e.htm. Citizens Advice is now the 
first point of contact for all Trading Standards com¬ 
plaints. 

In 2012 used cars sold by independent garages con¬ 
tinued to be by far the most common source of com¬ 
plaint, followed by car servicing by independent 
garages. Other purchases featuring in the ‘most com¬ 
plained about’ top ten were home insulation, beds, up¬ 
holstered furniture, TVs, mobile phones and phone 
service contracts, personal computers and laptops, and 
general building work. 

Ivan Hancock, Trading Standards service manager 
at Dorset County Council, said: “You don’t need a 
crystal ball to predict what the main areas of concern 
will be for consumers in 2013. We can all help our¬ 
selves by being alert to the most common unfair trad¬ 
ing tactics and most complained about purchases, and 
help avoid disappointment, worry or worse. 

“By raising awareness I hope more Dorset residents 
will be able to deal with consumer problems more 
confidently, even if it is just knowing who to call or 
where to look for consumer advice. 

“Anyone with a complaint about unfair or unsafe 
trading needs to call the Citizens Advice consumer 
service on 08454 04 05 06. 

“This is our ‘front door’, and will provide immediate 
advice. Complaints about problem businesses or rogue 
traders requiring investigation are referred to the Trad¬ 
ing Standards service. We can then focus our proactive 
enforcement work on areas or traders causing the most 
difficulties.”

Rewarding weekend masks tragic start to New Year 


BOB Buckler's stable got off to the worst 
possible start when Ashbourne Folly 
had to be put down after pulling up at 
Exeter on New Year's Day. 

Having spent 21 months recovering 
from a cracked cannon bone in his sec¬ 
ond race, the seven-year-old returned to 
the track last month and gave two im¬ 
pressive performances in his comeback 
prior to Exeter. However a shattered 
pastern following an incident at the sev¬ 
enth fence proved fatal. 

Buckler said: "He was jumping bril¬ 
liantly them made a mistake at the ditch 
where he pecked on landing and then 
got hit up the backside and knuckled 
over oh his fetlock. He carried on down 
the hill to the next but then pulled up. 

Whether he cracked it when he was hit 
or it went going down the hill, we will 
never know. Potentially a very nice horse 
who I think would have turned out to be 
a very nice chaser" 

However the yard was cheered on Sat¬ 
urday at Wincanton when Sulpius pro¬ 
duced another stellar performance 
winning a very competitive Bathwick 
Tyres Dorchester Novices' Handicap 
Chase. 

Running his sixth race in eight weeks, 
his fourth in just over four weeks, the 
bookies backed him down despite win¬ 
ning three and finishing second to Si- 
monsig. 

But he ran another very good race to 
win by two lengths in very testing con¬ 
ditions. 

Buckler said: "He jumped well again 


and it was very pleasing that he got 
3m If in soft ground because that was an 
unknown quantity with him. 

"We thought he would and he did the 
job very nicely. The handicapper will 
probably put us up another 71b for his 
win, but we will give him a bit of a break 
now." 

In the race beforehand The Sawyer 
produced another of his exemplary 
jumping performances when finishing 
fifth in the Bathwick Tyres Handicap 
Chase won by Big Fella Thanks. 

Ridden by 71b claimer Gary Derwin the 
13-year-old could not keep pace with 
the leaders having recovered from a 
slow start. 

Buckler was delighted with his per¬ 
formance. "Another lovely run from the 
old boy. He's not as quick as he was and 
missed the break and didn't get the lead 
he wanted initially. 

"They went very fast and with hind¬ 
sight perhaps Gary should not have 
chased him the whole way and come 
back of the pace a bit as they were not 
going to win the race. 

"He is learning his trade and talking 
with him later, he realises that it would 
have been better to settle for a place. 

"That's where experience counts, but 
that's not a real criticism, that's how you 
gain experience. 

"However the horse loved it; he 
jumped brilliantly and if the handicap¬ 
per gives us a break he can easily find 
another race. 

"As long as he keeps enjoying it we will 


keep going, but as soon as it looks like 
he's had enough that will be it." 

Dora Canina was given a final chance 
to shine in her first race over hurdles in 
the first race on the card but failed to 
take it and will now be retired from rac¬ 
ing. 

The five-year-old had proved to be too 
slow in her preceding three bumpers, 
and a chance over a longer distance over 
hurdles only proved that she is a brilliant 
jumper. 

"She may look and move beautifully 
and is well bred, but a racehorse she is 
not!" said Buckler. 

"She led and was jumping very nicely, 
but when the speed came on, she hasn't 
got it. She would do an excellent job 
jumping or eventing." 

Buckler added that she was now for 
sale to do another job very cheaply. 

Never Says Never produced a 
sparkling display at Lingfield the day be¬ 
fore with a superb run in his third 
bumper on the all weather track that 
saw him just held off of third place. 

Buckler said: "We're absolutely de¬ 
lighted with him, it was a brilliant run. 
That was a very high class bumper. 

"A lot of people who have been wait¬ 
ing to get their good bumper horses out 
on good ground but haven't been able 
to, went for Lingfield, and any of the first 
six would have won a bumper. 

"We held him up to begin and let him 
come through and was almost in the 
lead turning in for home before the 
speed horses came past him. 


"But he galloped on again and within 
another 20 yards at the finish he would 
have got third. 

"He ran a bumper like a good chaser 
would or in the making. He had the 
speed to get there and then stayed on 
again in what was an easy two miles on 
the all weather. 

"That run would have won most nor¬ 
mal bumpers, and he will now go for an¬ 
other on a harder track which will suit 
him more." 

Double Dizzy was looking to retain his 
Sussex National title that he won at 
Plumpton last year, but this time had to 
settle for third. 

Carrying 101b more that he did when 
winning last year he was still disputing 
the lead until they turned into the 
straight when the well handicapped 
Well Refreshed ran away from the field 
to win by 28 lengths. 

"He ran a super race considering the 
additional weight. He didn't get away in 
front as he likes and Andrew (Glasson- 
bury) had to be quite strong to get him 
to the front where he likes to be. 

"He travelled and jumped absolutely 
amazingly until after three out where he 
tired." 

The Strictly Come Racing syndicate 
had a profitable day at the Sussex course 
with both their runners earning them 
prize money. 

Double or Quitz was racing over 
fences for the first time after an unim¬ 
pressive go over fences. He was the rank 
outsider in the four horse ATR Novices' 


Chase and although trailing home last, 
pleased his trainer. 

"He jumped very, very well for a first 
time over fences on a course particularly 
as we haven't been able to school him 
very much, and did everything we 
asked. 

"He has not had any outside schooling 
over fences because the ground has 
been so wet weather, and very little in¬ 
doors. 

"He has now got a chasing handicap 
mark, gained experience and won some 
money for fourth place for the syndicate, 
and looks more like a Buckler horse (a 
chaser)." 

Malin Head has been chomping at the 
bit to race lately. 

Despite being out of Presenting who 
all require decent ground, Buckler and 
the syndicate decided to race him in the 
2 V 2 mile Exclusive Barry Geraghty Blog 
Handicap Chase where he led at the last 
but couldn't hold off the challenge of 
Newton Tonic and finished a very cred¬ 
itable second. 

"He's been so fresh and well at home 
we felt we had to give him a run, and he 
ran very well. 

"Jamie Moore who rode him said he 
was too keen to start with and jumped 
too exuberantly but he then settled, but 
struggled each time he got to the bot¬ 
tom of the track where it was really 
heavy, and up towards the straight. 

Hopefully the race will have settled 
him down a bit and he will come on for 
it when the ground improves."
